Is a Muſical Altar Clock; a deſcription of 
which, with a Copper Plate, was publiſh'd 
in the Uni verſal Magazine, for the Month of. 
Auguſt 1748. Since that time, ſeveral ad- 
ditions and improvements have been made, 
particularly in the Muſical part, by Mr. 
Doniſthorp of Birmingham; the Pedeſtal: and

The outward Caſe, repreſents an high :

finiſh'd Tower-Steeple of Gothic architec- 
ture, with Pinnacles, Battlements, Windows, 
Mouldings, Images, Buttreſſes, &c. ſtanding 
upon a Pedeſtal, of the ſame order ; from the 
top of the Tower, between the four Pinna- 
cles, riſes an Octagonal Lanthorn of open 
work, ſomewhat reſembling that of St. Bo- 
tolph in Boſton, Lincolnſhire. This Caſe is 
ſo contrived, that no part of the inner Struc- 
ture, but the Dial, appears to view, except 
the front (which confifts of an upper and a 
lower door) is thrown open; the Clock 
which is actuated by Springs, may be then 
taken out of the Tower, and placed on a 
Table, or elſewhere. 
The Clock is about four feet high, built 
pyramidically, repreſenting an Altar- Piece, 
decorated with Statues, Pilaſters, Vaſes, . 
toons and other embelliſhments, conſiſts of 
three parts: On the loweſt of which, and un- 
der a Cornice, are two Tables of Braſs plated 
with Silver, containing the Decalogue ; a- 
bove which, in a nich ſtands a Crucifix, on 


which 1s moſt beautifully painted, in enamel 1 


colours, our Saviour expiring; the Croſs is 
encompaſſed with Filligree work gilt, and 
ſtudded with Cryſtals. 


In a ſquare compariment, on one fide of

the Table, is engraved on a plate of Braſs, 
the Lord's Prayer, and on the other the 
Creed, both of which, as well as the Com- 
mandements, are in Latin. On à pannel 
between each Plate is a Feſtoon of Fruit and 
Flowers, over which. on each ſide, is ſeen 


a Cherubin, with ſeveral other ornaments | 


neatly gilt. ' 
Above the Cornice, and immediately in 
front is the Face of the Clock, which ſnews 
the day of the Month, day of the Week, 
and age of the Moon. In a nich on each 
| fide of the Dial, is placed a Braſs Statue gilt, 
that on the right, of &. John the Evangeliſt, 
on the left of St. Peter. In the middle of the 
ſecond Cornice, and over the Dial, ſtands a 
Cock, alluding to &. Peter's denying his 
Maſter. © .

The upper part repreſents a ſtately Pavi- 
lion, adorn'd with Angels, Cherubins, Va- 
ſes, &c. ſupported by Pilaſters of the Tuſ- 
can Order, and terminating, at the top, in a 
lofty Pinnacle, upon which ſtands a Brazen 
Statue of Fame, with wings expanded, hold- 
ing a Trumpet in each hand. Within the 
Pavilion, in the center, appears Pontius Pi- 
late, having a Baſon of Water before him, 
% waſhing his Hands; and round him move,

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aitinially; three Images neatly carved, and 
painted, repreſenting our Saviour as going 
to his Crucifixion, the Virgin Mary, and 
Symon the Cyrenian bearing the Croſs: 
Theſe three laſt mentioned Fi 1 rats make one 
revolution every Minute. 

The Muſical part of this Clock is very 
perfect, and executes a variety of tunes; any 

one of which it plays ſeveral times over every 
three Hours, and may like wiſe be ſet to play 
occaſionally. 

The height of the pedeſtal, on which ſtands 
the Tower, is three Feet and fix Inches; 
from thence to the top of the Pinnacles of 
the Lanthorn is ix Feet and two Inches, the 
whole height nine Fect, eight Inches. 

Near the entrance, into the Muſcum, on 
a large Bracket, ſtands a Model of the Cathe- 
dral Church of Lichfield; in which every part 
of that ancient and beautiful fabrick is repre-
